; Today M»J jjivon,pvcr to a j>rpgram .in 
memory of Stephen C. Foster whose sim- 
ple words set to music have made Ken- 


• tucky's iiajne a household word through- 


out "the world. It .is* doubtful if any 
composer ever received a. more flattering 
tribute than that accorded to Foster to- 
day, when 1,000 of the school children 
of "Louisville, who by their contributions 
have made possible for'him » monument 
of bronze which is to stand in the m:w 
vnpitol at Frankfort, sang his music in 
chorus, and cheered every mention of his 
name. 


Shortly after noon the children gath- 


ered at Third avenue and Broadway and 
escorted by the Louisville light infantry,

AIRSHIP FLIES 


OVER CAPITAL 


Daring Navigator Circles 
About 'Washington Monu- 


ment. Alighting at 


White House. 


WASHINGTON, June 14.—An airship, 


under complete control flying over Wash- 
ington was the spectacle witnessed here 
today. Thousands turned out to see the 
novel sight and cheered the navigator as 
he skillfully directed the craft. 


The ship started from a point three 


miles from Washington on the Vifginia 
side and was steered directly 
for 
the 


Washington monument. A slight mishap 
to the machinery caused the navigator 
do descend, the ship being safely landed 
close to the monument. In a half hour 
the .-hip again was in flight and the na- 
vigator after twice circling the 
monu- 


ment at a distance of four hundred feet, 
steered for the White House. He landed 
about fifty yards from the fjouth portico. 
Mrs; Roosevelt was at the window when 
the descent wns made and exhibited in- 
terest in the strange looking structure, 


WATCHED BY THOUSANDS. 


After remaining in tlic ground* a short 


time the navigator made another ascent 
carrying his ship over the three newspa- 
per ollices1 and then 
took a straight 


course, down Pennsylvania nvenue to the 
capitol, where it was received by thous- 
ands of; people and also by senators and 
representative* and the employe*'about 
the building. The quorum in both houses 
rlisuppearcd and all manifested great in- 
terest in the machine. 
The navigator 


passed over the. capitol south of the 
p-cat dome and then circulated around 
and around over the plaza 'on the east 
front, finally bringing his ship to the 
earth directly in front of the middle 
slops of the capitol. The large crowd 
cheered a* he descended showing abso- 
lute control of the machine. 


After remaining about a quarter of an 


hour lit the capitnl the navigator again 
set sail and passing over the building 
unrth of the dome started back to Vir- 
"i nia.

building Monday June 25th and continue 
through the following two weeks. 


ABLE INSTRUCTORS. 


The instructors .will all 
be 
chosen 


among the most exceptionally 'able in this 
part of the country.1 Miss Florence' D.; 


Fox of the university school for' girls in 
Chicago, has'already been selected; Miss 
Maud B. Curtii, kindergarten supervisor 
of Milwaukee, is also expected although 
nothing definite has been decided in her 
instance, as indications are that but a 
few of the kindergarten teachers in this 
city will enroll. 


To instruct the teachers of the four 


upper grades, Professor A. H. Sage of 
Oshkosh, state institute conductor and 
member of the state board of examina- 
tions, has been chosen. 


A number of teachers from Kenosha. 


will attend the institute school, and the 
touchers from Racine county who do not 
teach in the city, will be admitted to the 
institute without paying any tuition fee. 


PURPOSE OF THE SCHOOL. 


The chief advantage and the chief pur- 


pose of the summer institute school is 
to make it possible.for teachers who are 
not in possession of a life license, to re- 
new their licenses without'being forced 
to submit to repented examination?. It 
is understood that a large number of 
teachers throughout the city will take 
advantage of the school which will bene- 
fit them ir. more ways than one. 


There arc, however, some teachers, who 


arc more or less directly opposed .to the 
summer school idea, and especially to the 
wording of a letter sent by Superintend- 
ent Ne'lson to all the teachers, pertain- 
ing to this school. 


TEXT OK THE LETTER. 


The letter in question is datel May 29, 


and rends .-us follows: 


We are again at the season when prep- 


aration miist be made for the summer in- 
stitute school for teachers. 


We desire a prompt expression con- 


cerning your wi«lies in this matter. A 
word of explanation may aid you 
in 


reaching a decision. 


First, however, I wish to repeat the 


.statement made last year. Five weeks 
spent in a first class summer school will 
do you hiorc good than out two weeks' 
school here. But the two weeks spent 
here will be more helpful to you than 
two weeks spent in any of the 
larger 


summer schools. 


"This school will be conducted by t\yo 


of the strongest instructors available. It 
•will be organized 50 that 'we shall have 
brought to us the best* and newest ideas 
among primary teachers. The work will 
appeal to the things .deemed most essen- 
tial to primary teachers of Racine. 


"We hope to enlist the interest of 


other teachers than tliose working for re- 
newals. A state normal diploma, is not 
a guarantee that nothing more is need- 
ed! A state certificate is always held by 
teachers who are not perfect. Teachers 
who cannot he 
improved 
by 
further 


study should demand SI ,000 per month 
and. if n board of education cannot tis 
found willing to pay the price, should 
change to positions where appreciation is 
more easily earned. We do not wish to 
undulv urge this school upon certificat- 
ed teachers. But we do wish to insist 
thnt nil of the teachers whom we have 
visited this year could be helped by such 
work as wns done here last year and year 
before Inst. 


"Teachers wlinsc certificates 
expire 


next year or the year after should be in 
this school. Examinations arc not pleas- 
ant ordeals nnd do not benefit the .teach- 
er as does professional instruction given 
by strong tenchei"=. 
'''It is possible that a good enrollment 


may insure a third instructor, wlio will 
give work for upper graile d'aelier*. Kuril 
may enroll with this proviso. And the 
siuiie nrransfmciit may be made for up- 
per grndf teachers concerning renewal-".

BY BELDEN 


Damage Suits Instituted in Ea- 


cine and Waukesha Coun- 


ties at Issue. 


Judge Beldcn handed down three dE-1 


cisions in the circuit court yesterday af- 
ternoon, of interest to • Kenosha 
and 


Waukesha residents. 


In the case of Eilliam E. Hocking 


against the Windsor Spring Co., of Ke- 
nosha.,1 a motion forra new trial on the 
part of' defendants, was denied. Plaintiff 
was employed by defendants and while 
operating a machine; a piece 
of steel 


flew, struck him on the eye, destroying 
the sight. Suit for $10,000 damages was 
commenced. A iury returned a verdict 
in favor of the plaintiff for .$3,000. 


A motion for a. new trial in the case of 


John Zens, administrator of Wencil Pfl- 
trocci, against the Kenosha. Gaslight and 
Electric Light Co., was also denied. Pe- 
trocei is one of two .brothers -who were 
electrocuted by a live wire. One of the 
brothers wns walking on the street and 
rait against a wire and fell dead. The 
other brother caught hold of the wire 
for. the purpose of showing some people 
how the accident happened and he was- 
also i electrocuted; Suit was commenced.- 
and'the jury gave the defendant damages1 


in the sum of $2,500. 


Tlic case from Waukesha was .that of 


Albert Meyer against Wiiliam Ladiwig, 
for the. loss of an eye. Plaintiff worked 
in factory of the defendant, wns struck 
on the eye. by a piece of steel and the 
.iglit destroyed. 
He sued for damages 


and the jury gave a verdict for $5,000. 
Defendants moved for a. new trial and 
Judge Beldcn denied the motion.

Enonnout Cratrd Endeavor* to S«A 


Hamilton. Richest Woman In 


England. Wrd. 


LONDON, June' 14.—Lady Mary Ham- 


ilton, only daughter of the late twelfth 
Duke of Hamilton and Brandon and the 
richest woman in Great Britain, wns 
married today at St. George's church, 
Hanover Square to the Marquis of Gra- 
ham, eldest son of the Duke of Montrose. 
King Edward was among those present 
at the ceremony. The church was filled 
with members of the peerage and the 
bride, who is very popular, received a 
great ovation from the crowds outside 
the church as. she entered and departed. 


At one period, the enormous crowd de- 


sired to make a closer inspection of the 
bride, broke through the police cordon 
and swelled round her carriaga, when it 
arrived in front of the church portico, al- 
most completely blocking its passage. 
Heavy reinforcements of police were nec- 
essary to clear the way for the king's 
carriage and open a passage 
for the 


bride to enter the church. A reception 
subsequently was held at 
Devonshire 


house, where the hundreds of presents 
were displayed. The collection of dia- 
monds and other precious stones was 
probably seldom equalled.

io the Wisconsin supreme court, in his 
commencement address before the stu- 
dents of Ripon college. 


Mr. Timlin's address created a marked 


sensation—all the more pronounced be- 
cause he is soon to take his seat on the 
supreme bench -of the state and is in no 
sense an alarmist or an agitator. 


DANGER IN SOCIALISM, TOO. 
While warning against the abuses of 


corporate capital, Mr. Timlin was care- 
ful to sound an equally plain warning 
;;gainst the grave menace of socialism. 


''It will never do," he declared, "to in- 


augurate a socialistic regime with the 
idle dream of having a majority in num- 
bers but a minority in strength and skill 
hold down all others to a dead level of 
endeavor and reward." 
. . 


" SOME' GRiV'JE PROBLEMS. 


Mr. Timlin believed the problems fac- 


ing the people can be solved by the peo- 
ple without resort to the dangerous prin 
ciples of socialism. He said in jiart: 


"When we consider the magnitude o 


these problems and the blunders whicl 
might be made in solving them it be 
hooves us to hasten slowly and to hear 
what every one has to say. 
Some well 


thinking persons think wo could get rii; 
of the whole scandal by keeping quiel 
about it. 'These are persons who make 
"much of the term 'muck rakers,' anc 
who unthinkingly are the instruments o! 
the proprietor of the muck heap, who 
objects to its being raided. Still others 
see no remedy for this but to shut out 
i'mir.i<rration. 
' ''Now, every one ought to concede 
that it is impossible to increase the pop 
ulation without increasing tlic number 
of defaulters nnd criminals; so. it is im 
possible to multiply the number of bus 
iness transactions without increasing the 
number of sliady or crooked transac- 
tions. 


"This matter of proportion must ac- 


count for some part of the recent start- 
ling revelations. Take the case of the 
Standard Oil company. 1 can sec little 
or nothing in the charges against this in- 
'stitution and 
its 
officers br;-"nd 
the 


question of proportion, and the effects 
of the old human vices and weaknesses 
upon new conditions." 


MISTAKES OF EARLY YEARS. 


As corporations were 
given 
liberal 


grants in the early days, so the laws 
were made as liberal, said Mr. Timlin. 
As a monument to this early sentiment 
he said there is upon the statute books 
of Wisconsin a law providing in sub- 
stance that if a corporation commits a 
wrong no one can call it to account ex- 
.cept the attorney general of the state, 
and ho only after leave has been granted 
by the supreme court. With this stat- 
ute on the books, Mr. Timlin said, it was 
not surprising that it was difficult to 
curb lawlessness of corporations in Wis- 
consin, 


Mr. Timlin then took up the discrimin- 


ations of railroads in granting rebates 
and special privileges to certain locali- 
ties, and the manipulation 
of stocks. 


Here, indeed, he said, was an extraordi- 
nary condition, calling for extraordinary 
remedies. 


MUST LIMIT WEALTH. 


"One of the first things that we must 


give up," he snid, "is the notion that an 
individual or corporation hus the right 
to get, hold, or own as much money or 
property of the country aa he or it can 
acquire. There should be n, limitation 
written into 
the 
constitution 
of the 


United Sta-t.es where the forces of repeal, 
which, are sure to arise, cannot, easily 
reach it, 'providing tlie maximum amount 
of money and property which can be held 
by any one person, natural or artificial. 
I grant there is some danger in the pres- 
ent conditions;; 


"Then again, a multi-millionaire should 


not be eligible to a scat in the United 


States senate. See to what pitch the 
vulgar rich have brought this body which 
promised 
in its inception - to 
be 
the 


grandest legislative body in. all the his- 
tory of the world. 


"All regulation of corporations should 


be inforced by the imprisonment of de- 
linquent officers. Our courts should be 
trained to learn that the imprisonment 
of a millionaire is no sacrilege. 


NEED OF NEW BRIBERY LAW. 
"Laws relating to bribery should be 


remedied, and I believe it is only possi- 
ble to make the same effectual by pro- 
viding penalties isolely against the bribe 
giver. As long as both parties to a cor- 
rupt transaction arc liable to criminal 
prosecution, so long will it be difficult 
and next to impossible to obtain evi- 
dence against the other party. 


"Neither lapse of time nor innocent 


purchasers of securities should be allow- 
ed to bar the right to wrest from any 
person or corporation every privilege ob- 
tained in whole or in part by bribery. 


"A rational code of laws governing re- 


lations of corporations or.'their servants, 
such as^exists in England, France, and 


rmanyj^and even in. Russia, but,, alas, 


does not exist in the United States, 
should be enacted. The power of petty 
officials 
to grant valuable 
franchises 


should be. taken away and such fran- 
chises should be granted upon condem- 
nation and payment of their reasonable 
value and be subject to reappraisal per- 
iodically. 
. . . 


WORSHD? OF CORPORATIONS. 


:<We must'free ourselves of remnants 


of corporation worship which, still cling 
to us by' subjecting these creatures of 
law to strictest and closer regulation. It 
should ,be cause of forfeiture of charter 
and 
imprisonment of directors 
if 
any 


false entries'were made in their books 
of 
account or any 
corporation 
funds 


paid out for any purpose without truly 
specifying the purpose of such payment 
and its amount. 


"We should sec none of our judges ap- 


pointed "or elected through the influence 
of corporate wealth.".

WASHINGTON, June 14.— Great ela- 


tion is felt among seven Wisconsin Re- 
publican members of the house who

The Illinois child labor law according 


to the Infest report of the state factory 
inspector is being enforced with the re 
suit that last year the proportion of 
child labor to adult labor decreased to 
one and one half per cent, or one child 
employed to 
every 
sixty-five adults 


The year previous to the present law 
going into effect, that is 1002, the pro- 
portion was one child to twenty-five 
adults nnd in 1004 this had diminished 
one child to fifty-two and one half anc 
as noticed above last year one child to 
every sixty-five adults. 


There were in 1005 71,358 inspections 


made by the state inspector of which 
number Vi,707 related to child labor and 
for the violation of factory laws during 
the year there were 1,001 conviction* 
secured. The statistics uhow employed 
in the state were 780,352 persons, of this 
number 592,5f>f> were men and 
165,038 


women. 
Of the c.hild labor, children of 


the legal age for labor, there were em- 
ployed0 7,127 boys and 4,(i28 girl*. Of 
the' 1,001 convictions obtained 004 were 
for violation of the child labor law.

Citizens nnd 
property owners on Washington and Asy- 
lum avenues, presented a petition, re- 
monstrating against the reckless manner 
machines are operated on those thorough- 
fares, claiming that the lives of their 
children attending the Howell 
school, 


were endangered, and asking thnt the 
august body take measures to regulate 
the speed. 


In committee meeting last night tins 


communication wns incidentally callcd_up 
nnd briefly discussed, but no conclusion 
reached, 'if was suggested that it was 
the duty of the district attorney to see 
that the state la-,v is enforced, in fact 
that the city- could do netting, unless 
it might instruct tho chief of police to 
time-machines nnd ascertain if the speed 
limit wo* exceeded. 


WHAT THE LAW SAYS. 


The law provides that no person or 


persons shall use, operate, ride or drivo 
any automobile or other similar motor 
vehicle nlong or upon any public high- 
way of this stntc within the corporate 
limits of any city or village at a speed 
exceeding twelve miles per hour, nor 
'on any of the public highways outside 
the corporate limits of a city or village 
at a speed exceeding twenty-five miles 
per hour, but in rounding corners the 
epeed. shall be. reduced so as to avoid 
accident, 
., . ' 


Claims arc made by people both in and 


out of the city, that the speed is often 
neater than 
twelve 
and twenty-five 


miles per hour, while automobile owners 
say it is not so. 


HORSES FRIGHTENED. • 


The people further allege that the law 


providing for the stopping of automo- 
biles when horses arc 
frightened, 
is 


grossly violated in many instances, in 
fact horses often leap into the ditch, 
still tho .operator speeds on. regardless 
of whether the owner of the rig is maim- 
ed or killed. Then again it is said some 
of the machines have no numbers and 
ethers do not curry 'lights nt 
night.

other teachers than those working for re- 
newals. A, state normal .diploma is not 
a guarantee that nothing more is nec-'d- 
cd.' 'A state certificate is .always held by 
teachers who are not perfect. Teachers 
ivho cannot be improved by further 
study should demand $1,000 per month 
and, if a:-board of education cannot be 
found willing to pay the price, should 
change to positions where appreciation is 
more easily earned. We do not wish to 
unduly urge tin"1! school upon certificat- 
ed teachers. But-we do wish to insist 
thnt nil of the teachers whom we have 
visited this year could be helped by such 
work ns wns done here last year and year 
before Inst.

DANGER IN SOCIALISM, TOO. 
While warning .against the abuses of 


corporate capital, Mr. Timlin was care- 
ful to sound an equally plain warning 
Against the grave menace of socialism. 


"It will never do," he declared, "to in- 


augurate a socialistic regime with the 
idle dream, of having a majority-in num- 
bero but a minority in strength and skill 
hold down all.others to-a dead-level of 
endeavor andiieward." .. ^

PROBLEMS. 


Mr. Timlin 'believed ihe-'problem's fac- 


ing the people can be solved by the peo- 
ple without resort to the dangerous prin 
ciples of socialism. -He said in pa,rt: 


"When we consider the magnitude o 


these problems and-the blunders. which 
might be made in solving-them it be 
hooves us to hasten slowly and to hear 
what every one has to say. Some wel 
thinking persons think we could get ric 
of the whole scandal by keeping quiei 
about it. 'These arc persons who make 
"much of the term 'muck rakers,' anc 
who unthinkingly are the instruments o: 
-tlie proprietor of the muck heap, who 
objects to its being raided. Still others 
see "no remedy /or this but to shut out 
immigration. 
•:t!'Nbw, every one ought to, concede 
that it is impossible to increase the pop: 


ulation -without increasing the number 
of defaulters and .criminals; so. it is im- 
possible to "multiply the number of bus- 
iness transactions without increasing the 
number of shady or crooked trnnsac 
tions.

"This matter of proportion must ac- 


count for.-some part of the recent start- 
ling revelations. Take the case of the 
Standard Oil company. 1 can see little 
or nothing in the charges against this in: 
stitution and its .officers bryend the 
question of proportion, and the effects 
,of the old 'human, vices and weaknesses 
upon new conditions." 


MISTAKES OF EARLY YEARS. 


As corporations were - given liberal 


grants in the early days, so the laws 
were made as liberal, said Mr. Timlin. 
As a monument to this early- sentiment 
he said there is upon the statute books 
of Wisconsin a law providing in sub 
stance that if a corporation commits' a 
wrong no one can call it to account ex- 
cept the attorney general of the state, 
'and he only after leave has been granted 
by the supreme court. With this stat- 
ute on the books, Mr, Timlin said, it was 
not surprising that it 'was difficult to 
curb 'lawlessness of corporations in Wis- 
consin. 
• Mr. Timlin then took up the discrimin- 
ations of- railroads in granting rebates 
and special privileges to certain locali- 
ties, and the manipulation of stocks. 
Here, indeed, he said, was a-n extraordi- 
nary condition, calling for extraordinary 
remedies.

MUST LIMIT WEALTH. 


"One of the first things that we must 


give up," he said, "is the notion that an 
individual or corporation has tlie light 
to get, holfl, or own its much money-or 
property, of -.the country as" he* or it can 
jicquirer>'v There should be a limitation 
written into the constitution 
of the. 


United States where the forces of repeal,

"All regulation of corporations should

the senate yesterday Senator La Follette 
declared he had been informed that an 
assistant to the commissioner to the five 
civilized, tribes had assisted a legal firm 
in preparing the Indian joll, and had 
then passed upon the roll in his official 
capacity. He • also said that a brother- 
in-law of a senator who had reported the 
legislation preparing a .court system for 
the Indian territory had been appointed 
a member of the court. These state- 
ments were made in a speech in oposi- 
tion to. the conference report on the In- 
dian appropriation.bill. The conference 
report • was accepted by,, a vote of 30 to 
16, regardless of, his, opposition and that 
of other senators.

Case) Develop an Steamer Detained N>nr 


Port of Sow OrlonoB. 


WASHTNGTON, June 12.—The yellow 


fever reported yesterday from the Ship 
Island quarantine station below New Or- 
leans was reported- to the, public health 
and marine hospital service by Dr. Wille, 
in charge of the Ship Island station. On 
June 4 he reported two cases on 
the 


steamship Whitehall, which arrived at 
quarantine May 30 from Colon, Panama. 
After three days of observation the two 
cases were diagnosed as mild yellow fev- 
er. On June 6 another and positive case 
was of yellow fever developed also from 
thisjsteamcr. 


Surgeon General Wyman, directed Dr. 


Wille to delay the White Hall six full 
days after the development of the last 
case, making the required fumigations of 
the vessel. This order would make the 
release of the vessel possible today or 
tomorrow. Another ease of yellow fever 
was reported from Colon, Panama, May 
22.

sult that last year the proportion ol 
child labor to aduK labor decreased to 
one and one half per cent, or one child 
employed to 
e-very sixty-five adults. 


The year previous to the present latv 
going into effect, that is 1902, the pro- 
portion was one child to twenty-five 
adults and in 1904 tnis had diminishec 
one child to fifty-two and one half and 
as noticed above last .year one child to 
every sixty-five adults: 


-There were in 1D05 71,358 inspections 


made by the state inspector of which 
number 85,707.related to child labor and 
for the violation of factory laws' during^ 
the year there were 1,001- convictions 
secured. The statistics show employed 
in the^state were 760,352 persons/of this 
number 502,559 were men and 165,038 
women. Of the child labor, children of 
the legal age for labor, there were em- 
ployed 7,127 boys and 4,(i28 girls. 
Of 


the 1,001 convictions- obtained 994 were 
for violation of-the child labor law. 


These figures show a distinct gain and
